So About Political Primaries. 


A young Georgia gentleman who is 
a student at one of our universities, 
and who describes himself as “a stu- 

dent of political

The subject is one that has many 
angles. The laws of some states au- 
thorize primaries and regulate them 
as rigidly as they do regular and act- 
ual elections. In other and most 
states they are left to the option of 
party, state, central of executive com- 
mittees, and are held under regulations 
prescribed by them and without any 
state supervision or responsibility. 

The resort to the primary nomina- 
tion device arose out of a wave of 
demands provoked by politicians in 
many states who claimed that the for- 
mer system of nominations by party 
conventions had fallen into the con- 
rol of bosses, rings and the big in- 
terests that could control delegates by 
the lavishefse of money.

Firs} Used to Nominate a Senator. 


My recollection is that the first use 
of a primary that attracted national 
attention was in California, where it 
was employed to name a candidate 
for the United States senate. ‘That 
was only, in effect, a party recom- 
mendation te the party. majority in 
the state legislature, which at that 
time was the’ constitutional body 
charged to actually choose the sena- 
tor. But in that case the legislative 
majority accepted the primary designee 
and he was duly elected.

Claims That Are.All Bunk. 


The claim that the party primary, 
as usually operated, is a democratic 
proceeding, whether operated by the 
democratic party or the republican 
party or the farmer-labor party, is all 
pure bunk! 

If the primaries were held (as in 
some states they are) and the expense 
of holding them were paid for by the 
state that ordersand regulated them+— 
then they would be democratic. 

But when they are ordered by party 
committees, conducted by any sort 0 
trick regulations they may prescribe, 
and the candidates are assessed in pro- 
portion to their number to pay the 
heavy costs, they are not only grossly 
not democratic, put are unfair and 
repellant of the fank and file of the 
people, : 

When the peopte claim the right to 
elect their public servants they should 
pay the costs of electing them, and 
not compel the candidates to gamble 
for the office—practically to make the 
winner buy the job. : 

Candidates should be rigidly pro- 
hibited by law to spend, by them- 
selves, their agents and supporters, 
more than a specified election fund; 
make sworn returns of all monies so 
expended; and be denied the right to 
hold an office obtained by the use of 
money contrary to Jaw. That is the 
English practice and is more demo- 
eratic than any law we have in the 
United States.

What About the White Primary? 

My young friend wishes to know 
something about the “white primary” 
as it is operated by the democrats in 
the southern states. 

“Was it the means of redeeming the 
southern people from radical republic- 
an, reconstruction, negro rule?’ he 
inquires. 

Most emphatically it was not! I had 
my humble part in that redemption 
and it was wrought out long before 
primaries, especially a “white pri- 
mary,” was dreamed of in anybody's 
political philosophy. 

To go no farther afield than Geor- 
gia, the white primary was invented 
to preserve that redemption from being 
invaded and our elections mongrelized 
by independent candidates. 

Back in the ’70s and early ’80s we 
had independent candidates for con- 
gress who “licked the boots off” our 
convention-nominated democratic can- 
didates. Dr. Felton did it in the sev- 
enth district, and Emory Speer did it 
in the ninth district, and Tom Watson, 
and Charley Moses, and Henry Per- 
sons in their districts, and they did 
it with*the help of republican and ne- 
gro votes. fe 

The white primary was inaugurated 
to put a stop to that, to consolidate 
white voters upon a single candidate, 
and beat independentism—and it did 
and it has continued to do it up to 
date.

MEDICINE Pace tm CONJURES: 


Quoting a famous medical teacher: 

“It is quite conceivable that alcohol 
acts ‘as a stimulant upon other func- 
tions of which, as yet, we know very 
little, as, for example, the ability of 
the body to resist infection. I am 
sorry that this divergence exists. Sci- 
entifically, alcohol does act as a de- 
pressant. Practically, physicians uni- 
versally find that it exercises an in- 


fluence which, according to our pres- 
ent method of description, is called 
‘stimulation.’ ” 


The author of the paragraph quoted 
is a distinguished teacher of therapeu- 
tics, which is the study of the action 
of remedies on the body, and he is 
recognized as an authority in his field. 
It is only fair to say that the passage 
is quoted from a personal communica- 
tion from the author in which he en- 
deavors to explain why a remedy 
whose dominant influence is depres- 
sant (to heart action, cerebral func- 
tion and nerve control) should be 
given in shock, heart failure, fainting 
or snakebite. It is fair to mention 
also that the interesting bit of logic 
was written when the 11th edition of 
the author's textbook of therapeutics 

as published.

trigued (intrigue means to cheat, trick, 
deceive by artifice, secret plotting, du- 
plicity) by the notion that this or that 
factor “lowers resistance’ and _ so 
makes one more susceptible to some 
particular disease or to any infection 
that happens along, should ponder the 
logic in the professors intriguing 
explanation. 

In the four grave conditions men- 
tioned, namely, shock, heart failure, 
faimting and snakebate, depression is 
the feature we seek to combat with 
treatment; certainly we are not con- 
cerned, in such emergency, about “re- 
sistance.” Any remedial measures we 
apply, whether medicines or other 


therapeutic agents, are for the immes, 


diate purpose of arousing the flagging 
heart, restoring the circulation, and 
stirring up or preserving conscious- 
ness.and nerve control, 


If by “resistance” the professor 
meant what scientific men recognize 
as immunity, then his wits must have 
been wool gathering when he dragged 
the faithful old hoodoo into the ques- 
tion of the treatment of fainting, 
shock, heart failure and snakebite, for 
of course there is no relation between 
these emergencies and infection. If 
the professor used the term in a gen- 
eral sense, meaning the capacity to 
endure, vitality, strength, courage, 
confidence, patience, and all that, 
then he has an argument, though 


no consolation to the chap who con- 
templates having a snakebite or a 
slight accident and a state of shock; 
for while a stiff shot of whisky taken 
in advance gives a person “Dutch 
courage,” by benumbing higher reason 
and caution, the bravado so acquired 


|is shortlived and fades in a few min- 


utes, letting the victim down badly. 
Then he has not only the depression 
of alcohol to contend with, but the 
depression of his shock or snakebite 
too. That’s why all good authorities 
today warn against giving alcohol in 
shock, 
fainting or heart failure. Sometimes 
the narcotic effect of alcohol is de- 
sirable in the treatment of disease; 


;sometimes the fuel value of alcohol 
| tides over a crisis where ordinary food 


cannot be assimilated. At that, the 


| professor's defense of alcohol as 


“stimulant” is as logical as any argu- 
ment offered today.

No more channels would be 
required, unless new chains were 
starred. 

Presumably, the 
these stations themselves, 
privately owned stations, 
devote their attention to programs of 
local origin or they might 
to supplementary services 
network studios. They 
likely to synchronize on the chain 
channels, for then they would be able 
to offer nothing but cyain programs 
unless each, aS now, retained a sep- 
arate wave length its own local 
programs. 

The foregoing picture of the future 
broadcasting structure is presented by 
a person high in the radio realm. He 
looks ahead ai considerable distance 
he admits, in envisioning such 
up, but he says it is exactly 
the scarcity of wave 
velop. Moreover, he looks to a time 
not far distant when all sponsored 
hours will be occupied and when new- 
comers to commercial radio will need 
new outlets for their programs. As 
far as the public is concerned, _ it 
simply means the choice of a wider 
variety of programs, because it makes 
‘ay for more of them on the air.

NEGRO LIQUOR RUNNER 
SLAIN IN GUN BATTLE 


Danville, Ky.. October 7.—(A)—A 
gang of negro liquor runners, alleged | 
to have been engaged in handling 


whisky in a big way in the wealthy 
Blue Grass section, engaged in a gun 


battle with three enforcement officers | 


on a highway 15 miles from here ear- 
ly today. 


One of the negroes was killed. two. 
were wounded .and a fourth, identi- | 
fied by the officers as the leader of 


the gang, escaped, 

The officers. led by FE, B. Henson, a 
federal agent, had parked a small 
automobile across the highway to 
block the load of liquor they had been 
told would be carried to Danville. 
Coming at a high rate of speod in a 
big car, the negroes erashed into the 
officers’ machine. Henson said they 
then opened fire on the blockading car 
and also fired at the agents, who were 
standing beside the road, 

Henson and his companions, J. M. 
Boswell, a constable, and Hugh Tur. 
ner, an “undercover man,’ returned 
the fire, until there was no more 
shooting from the big car. They then 
found one negro dead and another, 
William Wilson, shet through the arm. 
Later in the day a third negro, Wil- 
liam Robertson, was arrested at Leb- 
anon, Ky., and accused of being a 
member of the party. He had been 
wounded through the neck. The negro 
who escaped was identiifed by the of- 
ficers as Nick Best, who was said to 
have lost four other liquor-laden auto- 
mobiles without being arrested. 

The dead negro was. identified er- 


roneously as Woodson Diedell, of Dan- | 


ville. Later in the day officers learn- 
ed that this identification was wrong.
